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I t’s 20 years since south London 
novelist Sarah Waters wrote Tipping 
the Velvet , but the story is about to 
burst back into life with its stage 
debut at the Lyric Hammersmith. 

‘It’s always lovely to see your work 
being brought to life like that,’ says 
Sarah. ‘It’s even more so the case with 
Tipping the Velvet because it’s such a 
theatrical book, not just because a lot of 
it takes place in the music hall - even the 
bits that aren’t based in the theatre are 
about the idea of performance. They’re 
larger than life. The whole thing has a lot 
of Victorian kind of fun to it. 

‘What [playwright] Laura Wade has 
done in her script and what they’re really 
going for in the theatre is bigging up the 
theatricality of it. I think it’ll be a really 
energetic and lively performance. I’m 
really looking forward to it.’ 

The audacious best-selling novel, set 
in 1887, tells the story of Nancy Astley, 
a naive 18-year-old who lives with her 
family in Whitstable, ^ 

helping out in their oyster 
restaurant. But a night at 
the local music hall changes 
her life, when Kitty Butler, 
a male impersonator, takes 
to the stage. The two form a 
friendship that takes Nancy 
on an unexpected journey 
of love, jealously, the thrill 
of the theatre and London’s 
dark underbelly. The stage 
production is being directed 
by none other than Lyndsey 
Turner, fresh off the back 
of directing Benedict 
Cumberbatch in Hamlet at The Barbican. 

Sarah wrote Tipping the Velvet in 
1995, shortly after finishing a PhD on 
gay and lesbian historical fiction.

‘As part of my research I’d looked at 
the lesbian and gay underworlds of the 
Victorian period,’ says Sarah. ‘We know 
quite a lot about gay male life in that 
period, partly because of things like the 
Oscar Wilde trial that pushed it into the 
public realm, but we know a lot less 
about lesbian life in that period. So I 
used what I did know about gay men’s 
life as a starting point to imagine this 
alternative history for women. It was 
alwayas going to be a very playful book. 

‘I wrote it in the 90s, which was a 
very interesting time for lesbian and gay 
life in London,’ she continues. ‘It was a 
time when lesbian bars started to appear 
and DIVA magazine came out and the 
whole lipstick lesbian thing was taking 
off. It was an exciting time to be gay and 
I wanted to set some of that excitement 
in the novel.’ 

Sarah’s books often revolve around 
a lesbian protagonist (Sarah has been 
called the ‘queen of the tortured lesbian 
romance’), but she’s not so much trying 
to drive the lesbian agenda as just 
representing the world as it is. 

‘I think we should see LGBT life 
reflected in books and films because 
it is part of life. If we lived in a world 
where we never saw gay life represented 
in books or films that would be 
misrepresenting the world. So it has to 
be there. It’s always been a big part of 
my life, not exactly because I feel I’ve 
been on some sort of crusade about it, 
but simply because it is a big 
part of my life. I’m interested 
in the history of gender and 
the history of sexuality. 

I feel like the past is still 
bursting with untold stories, 
so part of my writing agenda 
I suppose has been to try and 
tease out some of these secret 
hidden histories.’ 

Given the choice 
of topic for her PhD 
and the fact that her 
first three novels 
- Tipping the Velvet , 

Affinity and 
Fingersmith - were 
all set in the Victorian 
period, not to mention the huge amount 
of research Sarah does for each of her 
novels, I think it’s fair to say that she is 
somewhat obsessed with Victoriana. 

‘I was really really taken with it for 
those first three novels,’ she says. ‘I think 
it’s an era that’s well beyond living

memory now and in that sense it’s quite 
opaque and antique to us, and that makes 
it interesting to me. We like to think 
that we’re not at all like the Victorians, 
we have all these myths about the 
Victorians, like they wouldn’t show 
their piano legs, but I like tracing the 
continuities between Victorian life with 
our own. It’s that mix of the familiar 
and the strange. 

‘Then there’s the fact that the 
19th century is when so many 
modem things were bom - the 
modem city for example, things 
were being done on a big scale 
for the first time, the big work 
houses and big asylums and big 
feats of engineering,’ she says. 
‘There was a tremendous 
energy going on in 
that period and I think 
that was reflected in 
its fiction. You look 
at Dickens and there 
was this incredible 
kind of energy and 
a huge overview 
of society and I love 
that elaborateness.’ 

Sarah lives in Kennington, and one 
can’t help noticing that south London 
crops up a lot in her novels. Borough 
featured in Fingersmith and her latest 
novel, The Paying Guests , is set around 
Champion Hill and Walworth Road.

‘There’s a bit of south London in The 
Night Watch too, a bit of Lavender Hill. 
Tipping the Velvet was set mainly up in 
north London because that’s where I was 
living then, in the Hackney area. But 
I’ve lived in south London since 2000 
and I love it,’ she says. ‘People think 
north London is the ‘real London’, but it 
seems to me that south London is ‘real 
London’ because it’s much more down to 
earth. It’s got lots of residential streets 
bursting with stories. 

‘I love living in Kennington, it has a 
good sense of community and is very 
close to town. Tonight I’m going to a 
play at the National Theatre and I’ll just 
walk in and walk home and I absolutely 
love that. It seems to me such a luxury 
to live pretty central, but also to have 
a garden. It’s the perfect combination.’

JENNY ECLAIR 

The Camberwell comedian seeks solace in the local food 
and arts scene while trying out new stand-up material 


T ypical. It happens every year. As soon as 
the kids break up for the summer holidays, 
the weather starts acting up. If we could 
just keep the little blighters in class 
throughout August, then surely we’d put an end 
to this weather jinx? 

Not that I’ve got time to loll about in the sun 
at the moment as I’m preparing 
a new stand-up show ahead of 
a big tour in the autumn. 

Basically this involves writing 
new stuff and trying it out at 
various low-key gigs around 
London for under a tenner a 
ticket so that punters don’t mind 
if you dribble and trip up over 
your own feet. 

Much bigger names than 
me tend to orbit around the city 
doing much the same thing, 
so if you fancy a bit of pre¬ 
arena bargain comedy, keep 
your eyes peeled for who’s doing ‘warm ups’ 
at a venue near you. 

My favourite space has to be Battersea Arts 
Centre. There is nowhere else in the country quite 
like it. I first gigged there 30-odd years ago and, 
more recently, my daughter did a theatre 
management apprenticeship there after uni. During 
her year of training, she was taught the most 
valuable lesson that anyone can learn in a job - 
how to deal with a flooded toilet. 

The elements seem to have it in for Battersea. 
Earlier this year the Grand Hall at the back of this 


majestic ex town hall caught fire. The smoke could 
be seen from our roof in Camberwell. They are 
rebuilding it brick by brick. Meanwhile, the rest 
of the building, with its bars and various theatre 
spaces, is fully operational. Don’t forget to put it on 
your cultural radar - the more tickets they sell for 
their various events, the quicker that Grand Hall, 
with its magnificent tea dances 
and pantos, will rise again. 

I’ve finally made it down to two 
newish local fleshpots. First, the 
East Dulwich Picture House, which 
is almost great - it has two-seater 
sofas at the back, but the night we 
went they insisted on a bizarrely 
daft ticketing system, which 
seemed long winded and 
impractical! We also got stuck into 
a very tasty menu at the buzzing 
Camberwell Arms, although 
judging by what eventually arrived 
on our table, I suspect they ran 
out of bottled water and dashed to the nearest 
convenience store to fetch a couple of plastic 
bottles of very peculiar looking eau minerale. 

But really, who cares! It was all very delicious. 

I also made a trip to the White Cube gallery 
in Bermondsey. I’m not a big sculpture buff, but 
the old man knows his stuff and we were both 
knocked out by Marc Quinn’s massive silver shells 
currently on show. The wall pieces are pretty naff, 
but it is a free exhibition, so just like a stand-up 
trying out new material, prepare yourself to take 
the rough with the smooth!

Multiplied Director Murray Macaulay recommends 
three names to look out for at Christie’s in October 


M ultiplied is an art fair with 
a difference - it focuses on 
editions. Many of the 
artists represented are 
prominent figures in the contemporary 
art scene, but each year we also select 
the most promising new talent: 


Libby Heaney has had an unusual 
journey to becoming an artist having 
previously completed a PhD in quantum 
physics, and her works creatively 
respond to complex scientific theory.

DESIGNS 

Local architectural designers James Webster and 
Richard Bridges on the challenges of redeveloping your 
own home and why energy efficiency makes sense

D esigning your home is a dream 
for many of us. And if you 
happen to be an architectural 
designer, it’s the perfect 
opportunity to create that no-holds-barred 
Grand Designs home - a palace of 
engineered timber and glass. That is, of 
course, unless you’re redeveloping your 
London pad for sale. This is where clever 
architecture and knowledge of the local 


market overtake blind ambition. 

James Owen Webster of East Dulwich- 
based Alexander Owen Architecture, 
a business he set up with his friend 
and fellow designer Richard Alexander 
Bridges two years ago, has managed 
to strike the balance between cutting-edge 
design and marketability when 
redeveloping his East Dulwich home. 

The two-bedroom period flat in a 


conservation area has a spectacular open- 
plan kitchen diner that flows right out into 
the garden without any pesky interfering 
walls, thanks to some clever engineering. 
The kitchen extension swaps the rear and 
side walls for bi-folding doors which, 
when fully opened, give the impression 
of a floating roof. Now that’s how to 
bring the outdoors in. 

A side return extension with skylights 
created a more spacious kitchen area with 
plenty of natural light, and while the 
ground floor kitchen/reception/dining 
room is all open plan, the exposure of a 
strip of brickwork from the original 
exterior wall creates a subtle division of 
spaces. James also left some of the new 
steelwork exposed - a rare feature in a 
period property - and added more 
insulation than building regulations 
require to keeping the house warm in the 
winter and cool in the summer. He also 
added underfloor heating in the open-plan 
living area and the bathroom. 

You can have style and comfort while 
lowering your carbon footprint, but James 
admits that the extra design work, 
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1, contemporary home 


engineering and energy efficiency 
measures make the price point 
‘punchy’. Still, at the time of 
going to press a buyer had made 
an offer on the place. So how do 
you find that balance between 
creating a spectacular home, 
marketing the property at the right 
price and return on investment? 

‘If you’re in a good area where 
property prices are going up you 
can afford to put a bit more money into 
the design to make it unique,’ says James. 
‘You may narrow your market, but 
someone will walk in and fall in love 
with it. You’re elevating the wow factor. 
When you walk in and you see the doors 
wide open, all the lights are on on the 
patio and it’s got a great garden that’s 
not overlooked, you can’t really argue it. 
There aren’t really any two-bed flats in 
Dulwich that are like it. 

‘We’re also the age of the likely buyer, 
so if we know what we like and what the 
market is doing, we’re designing it 
specifically for that market,’ he adds. 
‘Exposing the steel and the brickwork

was pushing it a bit, but knowing that 
people are moving here from Hoxton and 
Dalston, looking for something design- 
led, and that this two-bed flat could have 
a little family in it. It’s looking at the 
ceiling price in the area and knowing 
your market and sticking to that and 
pushing the boundaries a little.’ 

‘When you’re designing it and you 


own the property you can 
control everything from the first 
design stages right up until the 
build,’ adds Richard. ‘You can 
work closely with the builders 
to manage all the costs and 
work out which areas you’re 
going to put the money into.’ 

James has added some colour-pop 
furnishings and carefully placed artworks 
to add to the contemporary appeal of the 
property, but one assumes that, as 
architectural designers, interiors aren’t 
generally their remit? 

‘It depends,’ says James. ‘Sometimes 
interior design can be architecture - it 
might be that we look at a particular 
flooring material or we may expose 
rafters, so a piece of the architecture 
becomes the interior.’ 

‘We always design with the interior in 
mind,’ adds Richard. ‘We ask what the 
client wants to get out of the property.

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they want the roof light over the dining 
table in the kitchen? So the interior 
informs the exterior design.’ 

‘We consult with our clients all the 
way through so they always feel like 
they’ve had ownership of the project,’ 
says James. ‘It’s their home, we don’t 
prescribe or dictate space, it’s always an 
open conversation about how they will 
use it - do you want a galley kitchen, 
an island, a breakfast bar? How are you 
going to live in that space? That’s the key.’ 

Alexander Owen Architecture is 
steadily building a reputation as an eco- 
practice. A recent project in Peckham, 
an extension and eco-retrofit, is a great 
example of this. The home belongs to 
a director of Parity Projects, a domestic 
energy consultancy, who was looking 
to create a demonstration house for his 
company by creating a future-proof home 
with a low carbon footprint. 

‘It’s a very very efficient house,’ says 
James of the project. It went from EPC 
Rating F to just under Rating A. The 
retrofit included internal and external wall 
insulation, upgraded windows and doors 
throughout, solar thermal panels to 
produce hot water and photovoltaic 
panels to produce electricity.’ 

The project won the Best Domestic 
Retrofit at the Greenbuild Awards 
2014, and was also shortlisted for the 
Architecture Journal Retrofit Awards 2013 
and the CIBSE Building Performance

Awards 2014. James and Richard have 
also spoken about their work at RIBA 
seminars on retrofitting historic buildings 
and low-carbon building design. 

‘You can feel that there’s something 
going on in the market,’ says James, when 
I ask why they’re making efforts as a 
company to promote low-carbon living. 
‘But also it’s just a natural progression. 

If you’re going to build an extension you 
might as well make it energy efficient 
because it doesn’t have to cost a whole 
lot more. You just start with passive 
systems such as more insulation in the 
walls and making sure the windows are 
more energy efficient. Then, if it’s 
feasible, you can start to plug in active 
technologies like solar panels.’ 

James and Richard work with an 
energy consultant to analyse the carbon 
footprint of a house, producing a report 
with the costs of various eco-retrofit 
installations, what carbon it will save you 
and how long it will take to recoup those 
costs in energy savings. You can then use 
that information to decide how energy 
efficient you want your home to be. 


‘Once we get that report back we can 
assess with the client what their goals 
are,’ says James, ‘whether it’s to make the 
house warmer in the winter or cooler in 
the summer, do they want to reduce their 
energy bills or do they want to invest in 
an actively low-carbon lifestyle?’ 

‘When you extend your kitchen, for 
example, you’re basically ripping apart 
most of your house,’ says Richard. ‘So 
you might as well go that extra step, 
adding insulation and that kind of thing, 
it’s just a lot more cost efficient.’ 

After all this talk of James’ home and 
ripping places apart, I ask Richard if he 
has any ‘grand’ designs on his home: ‘I’m 
living in a building site at the moment,’ 
he says. And there you have it, the life 
of an architectural designer.

BUYING ART 


THE GALLERIST: 

CAROLINE WISEMAN 

Art dealer for 25 years who advises 
you on buying pieces by the modern 
masters (carolinewiseman.com) 

You should buy art because you love 
the work. If you buy through an 
established dealer, you know you will 
be buying something that has lasting 
decent value with all the supporting 
documentation. Don’t 
buy something 
because you think 
you should or 
because you think it 
is good value. It’s got 
to look good in your 
house, so think about where you are 
going to put it. 

Make friends with a dealer - if 
they know what kind of work you are 
interested in, they will invite you to 
appropriate show openings and let you 
know when they have new pieces in 
by artists you like. 

Go along to an art fair, such as the 
London Art Fair, because it’s a good 


way to see a lot of decent galleries in 
one place. The good thing about fairs is 
that they vet the dealers who take part. 

Never buy anything without looking 
at it - certainly not from auction or 
over the internet - as condition is 
terribly important. The internet is OK 
for something fun and cheap, but you 
shouldn’t buy a piece by, for example, 

Terry Frost off eBay. 

Original prints - which are original 
works of art made in an edition - are a 
good way to buy art inexpensively. I’m 
a bit of a purist and I would say to go 
for prints, such as 
etchings, where the 
artist has got their 
hands dirty making it. 
Don’t buy prints that 
are in runs of more 
than 100-200. 

Invest in a major name - the 
problem is that if the artist isn’t well- 
known, the work won’t have a lasting 
value, other than to you. If you go off 
it or move house, there is nothing you 
can do with it. If you buy something 
by a name, it will have a value, even if 
it is what you paid for it, and you can 
often sell it back to the gallery you 
bought it from or via auction. >

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THE PRINT EXPERT: MARK WILSON 

Owns the Cross Street Gallery, 
specialising in prints by modern British 
artists (artforsale.co.uk) 

Go for limited-edition originals. These are 
original works by the artists themselves. 
Artists do prints for a variety of reasons. 
Some are fascinated by the printing 
process itself, while for others prints are 
their way of making their work more 
accessible. For example, you can still get 
a Picasso print (from a large edition, 
un-numbered) for around £1,000 because 
Picasso was a prolific print-maker. 

In terms of authenticity and 
paperwork, the print itself is generally 
the paperwork. As far as modern prints 
go, they will be signed and they will be 
numbered and that number will be a 
limited-edition, 24 of 100 for 
example. Look for editions that are 
not too big. 

If you want to 
safeguard your money, 
look for big names, but 
you don’t need to spend 
a fortune. You will not 
get an original work for 
£ 1 , 500 , but that will buy 
you an original print. Just be a little 
careful with prolific artists - if an edition 
is of 500 or the price is under £ 1 , 000 , 
be wary. 

Gallery openings can be a good place 
to buy as the gallery will have made an 
effort to source a variety of work for the 
show. And if you want to try for a 
discount, do it in low-season - basically 
school holidays and post-Christmas. 


THE INTERNET ENTREPRENEUR: 
SARAH RYAN 

Founder of New Blood Art, which 
showcases and sells the work of 
art school graduates, a great way 
to start collecting original art 
(newbloodart.com) 

Trust your instincts when buying art - 
I often hear people say T don’t know 
anything about art’ and they therefore feel 
they are not in a position to trust their 
judgment. But if you feel drawn to 
something and you are curious about it, 
then have faith and buy it. It’s so much 
nicer to have some personally selected 
original artwork than a safe collection 
of reproduced images that others will 
also own. 

To find new - and potentially great - 
artists, a good place to start is at one of 
the many art schools. Whilst an artist may 
have innate talent, really good art comes 
from those who have also 
been rigorously trained, 
who are disciplined, and 
truly passionate and 
completely committed to 
their practice. 

Buying art by 
emerging artists really is a great entry 
point to collecting a wide variety of 
works. Look out for artists who are 
applying for prizes, funding, residencies 
and competitions. It shows that they want 
to raise their profile, indicating an artist 
committed to developing their work. 
Buying a student’s work is buying at the 
best value in the market: £500 should get 
you a decent-sized oil on canvas.

The practicing sculptor on how to go 
about commissioning an artist

If you are thinking of commissioning a 
piece from a sculptor, look at the other 
sculptures the artist has made and make 
sure you’re familiar with his or her style. 
A sculptor won’t want to compromise his 
or her artistic integrity, so it’s important 
that you commission someone whose 
style you love, rather than trying to 
encourage a sculptor to create a piece in a 
totally different style (an approach that’s 
likely to lead to frustration and 
disappointment all round). Always meet 
the artist and don’t hesitate to ask 
questions about the creative process. Even 
if you don’t know precisely what you 
want (the size, material, finish etc), it’s 
worth speaking to the artist because you’ll 
gain a clearer idea after proper discussion. 
Be prepared for the process to take time, 
but it will be well worth the wait. 

One of the great things about owning 
sculpture is the many different places you 
can display it. There are endless 
possibilities. A doorway can create a 
natural frame for a sculpture, ensuring 
that it’s the first thing the eye is drawn to 
upon entering a room. A piece of 
sculpture can introduce a welcome splash 
of colour or a contrasting shape to a 
room, really adding visual appeal.

How you arrange pictures can have as 
much impact as the artworks themselves. 
While some statement pieces deserve to 
be hung alone, others 
(such as drawings, 
photos and small-scale 
prints) work best in 
groups, clustered by a 
staircase, above a sofa 
or simply strung along a 
wall. The important thing to remember is 
that the images together should create a 
visual rhythm that is greater than if each 
one were hung separately. 

When placing art around furniture go 


with your intuition: lowering an image to 
waist height relates it to, say, the sofa. But 
if you want to draw the eye upwards to 
highlight an architectural detail perhaps, 
then hang your picture higher to help 
accent it. 

If you’re hanging just one picture or a 
little row of pictures, for example, be sure 
to hang at eye level. Too high or too low 
and the wall will look unbalanced. 
Horizontal or vertical lines of pictures, 
hung with ample breathing space in 

between, create a very 
modem look. They are 
fab for transitional areas 
such as hallways, as they 
have the effect of leading 
the eye along the space - 
just don’t squash them 
too tightly together. 

It’s not just about the art, the frame is 
important too. Mix and match modem 
with traditional, metal with distressed 
gold. It all helps up the visual interest. >

The first task is to ensure that you are 
creating a coherent collection. By this I 
mean collating your artwork and editing it 
by taking away anything that doesn’t fit in.

Use lighting and texture 
to create warmth 


O ur bedrooms should be a 
personal and private space, 
a retreat, even. Sanctuary is 
of course going to be different 
for individual members of the family, 
so personal requirements should be 
considered when starting to plan. Think 
about how each room will be used - the 
layout, the storage and the lighting, both 
natural and artificial. 

Atmosphere can be created with 
architecture, lighting, texture and colour. 
The most successful bedrooms are 
versatile, on the one hand appearing to be 
a sea of tranquility, inviting and calm at 
the end of a long day, but also highly 
functional with enough storage and light 
where you need it (for reading or 
rummaging through your wardrobes, for 
example). Good design is in the detail. 

The biggest soft item in a bedroom is 
usually the bed and the biggest picture is 


probably the window. Consider the view 
and colour palette outside when you start 
to think about colours inside. 

Identify your focal points in the room 
and plan your design accordingly. Do 
you want the room to be inward looking 
or outward looking? This will probably 
depend on the vista. 

A focal point could 
be the headboard, for 
example. If you use a 
patterned fabric on the 
headboard, stretched 
taught, it will form a 
picture. Large patterns can be used very 
successfully in this way, drawing the eye 
into the room. 

If, on the other hand, you prefer plain 
fabrics, a deep-buttoned headboard can 
look very smart and will add depth, 
interest and texture. Patterned bedcovers 
are often replaced with statement pillows 


and throws these days. Fresh white linen 
and pillows combined with a couple of 
big, carefully chosen square cushions and 
set against a beautiful headboard can be 
a real show stopper.

Our restaurant scene is great, but the real magic happens outdoors 


F orget those Michelin starred mausoleums, with 
their air-conditioned attitude and bone-china 
chill. Ornately edible ennui might get some 
palates priapic with glee, but for me, it’s all 
about the street. Give me wobbling plastic stools, 
cigarette smoke and diesel fumes; rough edges, bold 
flavours and food that makes the senses swoon. Some 
of the greatest feasts I’ve ever devoured have taken 
place on concrete, rather than carpet; wobbling oyster 
omelettes on sultry Bangkok backstreets, tongue 
searing som turns and plump, fermented sausages. Or 
tacos al Pastor in Mexico City, served from tiny holes 
in the wall, filled with charred pork and salsas so fresh 
they’re still winking. All great food cultures have their 
own street food classics. It’s the soul of any decent 
cuisine, the no-nonsense, unembellished and resolutely 
cheap taste of the people. 

And London, a couple of centuries back, had a 
thriving scene. Roasted chestnuts, eel pies, pickled 
sheep’s feet, toasted bloaters and baked potatoes. Fish 
and chips has its roots on the street - the fish fried, 
then sold cold by members of the immigrant 
Ashkenazi community. But by the fag end of the 20 th 
century, the only al fresco eating Londoners could find 
was those long, limp and decidedly dodgy hotdogs. 

But then came the revolution. Well, less a 
revolution, more a group of individuals who were put 
off by the astronomical prices of starting their own 
restaurant, so operated out of stalls and trucks instead. 
Kerb (kerbfood.com), in King’s Cross and Canary 
Wharf, were one of the pioneers, where the likes of 
The Bowler (meatballs), Tongue and Cheek (with their 



magnificent Heartbreaker burger), and Wild Game Co 
(all sorts of ways with venison) gets the queues 
forming and the punters drooling. 

Then there’s Street Feast (streetfeastlondon.com), 
which operates three sites: Lewisham’s Model Market, 
Dalston Yard and Dinerama in Shoreditch. Now in the 
interests of transparency and all that, I’m a shareholder 
in the group, but with the likes of Breddos Tacos, 
Smokestak (proper barbeque), Bird Box (rotisserie 
chicken) and Duck ‘n’ Roll, you can taste the quality 
yourself. Plus there are vendors who straddle both, 
like Fundi Pizza and Yum Bun (near perfect pork 
buns). Not forgetting The Rib Man, whose rib buns 
and fiery sauces have become part of London’s edible 
cultdom. Some former street food vendors have 
become so popular that they’ve made the move to 
proper premises. Take a bow, Pitt Cue & Co and Bao 
London. Beauties, both. There are even awards, run by 
the excellent British Street Food (britishstreetfood. 
co.uk). So ditch the linen, dispatch the cutlery and get 
down to where the flavour really is. For true edible 
succour, it’s all about the street.

Go wild for mushrooms with a classic Polish dumpling dish 





Wild mushrooms are a bit 
of a luxury, so if you want 
that earthy woody flavour 
without the expense, then 
dense, meaty Portobello 
mushrooms are 
great 


O ctober marks a real shift 

in our eating habits, with the 
quick, vibrant dishes of the 
summer giving way to more 
complex and comforting dishes. Wild 
mushrooms are the month’s 
standout ingredient - their 
delicate, woody notes 
perfect for a gamey stew. > 

Wild mushrooms are / 

admittedly a bit of a 
luxury, so if you want that \ 

earthy woody flavour 
without the expense, then 
Portobello mushrooms are the 
ones for you. Meaty and dense 
they have far more umami flavour than 
a button mushroom. Chopped and 
sauteed with aromatics they make a 
delicious autumnal filling for pierogi, the 
classic dumpling dish from Poland. 

Pierogi are easy to make. You don’t 
need a pasta machine, just elbow grease 
and a rolling pin. To make the dough, sift 
400g of self-raising flour into a large 
bowl with a generous pinch of salt. Add 
260ml of hot water and a teaspoon of 
vegetable oil. Bring the dough together 
and knead for 10 minutes. Wrap in cling 
film and rest for 30 minutes. When the 
time comes to make the pierogi, keep the 
pastry circles covered with a damp cloth 
so they don’t dry out and don’t overfill 
them or they will burst in the water. 

For the crispy onions, finely slice an 
onion and shallow fry over a medium 
heat, stirring occasionally, until the slices 
turn a rich golden brown. Scatter onto 
kitchen paper to dry out.

• Makes: about 30 

• Preparation time: 1 hour 

• Cooking time: 10 minutes 

pierogi dough (see left) 

1 onion, finely diced 

2 bay leaves 

500g Portobello mushrooms, diced 
2 cloves garlic, chopped 
200g cavolo nero, finely sliced 
250g ricotta 

2 slices bread, crust removed and torn into 
small pieces 

marjoram, dill and thyme, chopped and 

added to taste 

pinch caraway seeds 

sour cream 

crispy onions (see left) 


1 In a large pot, saute the onion and garlic 
with the bay leaves until soft 

2 In a separate pan, fry the mushrooms in 
batches until golden and add to the onions 

3 Add the cavolo nero, herbs and caraway 
seeds and cook for 5 minutes. Remove from 
the heat and mix in the bread 

4 Allow to cool, fold in the ricotta and season 

5 Roll out the dough to a thickness of 2mm 
and cut into 9cm circles with a pastry cutter 

6 Place a teaspoon of filling in the centre and 
rub a little water over one side of the circle 

7 Fold to form a semi-circle and press the 
edges with a fork to seal 

8 Poach the pierogi in a large pot of boiling 
water until they float 

9 Remove from the water, pat dry and pan¬ 
fry in a little olive oil until golden brown 

10 Serve with crispy onions and sour cream

N ow is a good time to 
be a sushi fan. The 
sublime, delicate, 
raw fish dish is 
having a moment. Not a 
prohibitively pricey Nobu kind 
of moment, but a real life, real 
food, real prices moment. After 
the opening of Sticks N Sushi 
on Nelson Road and the launch 
Locale’s sushi menu, we now 
have Kitcho in Greenwich. 

Formerly the hugely popular 
Aji Ichiban on Nelson Road, the restaurant has 
relocated to Greenwich High Road and relaunched as 
Kitcho. The interior is calm and cool with dark wood 
and pared-back furnishings, as a Japanese restaurant 
ought to be, in my opinion. The front space is a bar 
area so you can call in for a drink (should you be 
missing the venue’s previous occupant, Bar 57), and 
through the back you head either upstairs to eat at the 
sushi counter, or the adjacent booths, or downstairs 
where larger parties can be accommodated. 

The bar is stacked with a healthy population of 
Japanese sakes and whiskies. I highly recommend 
commencing your meal with a Mio sparkling sake - 
it’s the same brand they serve at Sake No Hana and 
it’s delicious; light and delicate with fruity aromas. If you like 
Prosecco, you’ll love it. We supped ours alongside shared 
starters of light, crispy wasabi prawns (tempura battered with 
wasabi mayonnaise) and a kani (crab) and avocado salad with

a delectable miso dressing. 

We then shared a beautiful, 
indulgent mixed sushi and 
sashimi platter. My friend, not 
convinced he was a fan of raw 
fish, concentrated his efforts 
on the dragon maki roll (deep 
fried prawns in bread crumbs, 
topped with thinly sliced 

avocado and flying fish roe). But he soon progressed 
to the mix of tuna and salmon sushi and sashimi 
with no qualms. It’s absolutely delicious. You can 
watch the chef prepare it at the sushi counter from 
the comfort of your seats, so you know it’s fresh as 
a daisy, and it’s as good as any sushi I’ve ever had. 
We also ordered gyu (sirloin steak) with a punchy 
wasabi dressing and a very tasty tori teri (skin-on 
pan-fried chicken with teriyaki sauce). Dessert is 
an acquired taste. Having lived in Japan I’m down 
with sesame seed ice cream encased in a sticky, 
gelatinous mochi shell, but I wouldn’t blame you 
if you stuck to the green tea ice cream! 

This place is a no to pan-Asian or fusion cuisines 
and a yes to straight-up, authentic Japanese food. The menu is 
packed full of favourites like udon, ramen, katsu curry and 
donburi, with teppanyaki scheduled to arrive soon. Excellent.

KEEP THE FAITH 

Religion in schools may he under the microscope ; hut there should he a place 
for it in education , says the Head of a leading independent Catholic school 

Words ANDREW JOHNSON 


R eligion in education all too 

often gets a bad press. Critics 
argue that it has no place in 
schools, which should be 
‘neutral’ - free from the intolerance, 
extremism and illiberalism which they 
say religion engenders. Faith is irrelevant 
in everyday life, they claim. In a diverse 
society, religion offers only segregation 
and ignorance. On the contrary - 
religious education is more important 
now than it has probably ever been. 

Religious education emphasises 
respect for others, regardless of their 
beliefs, race or social status. In our 
diverse society, children need an 
understanding of other principal religions 
and other world views. In teaching about 
the beliefs and traditions of other people, 
the subject promotes discernment and 
enables pupils to combat prejudice. Such 
tolerance is vital in a world that is 
increasingly fraught with extremism, 
division and hatred. Too often, it is 
assumed that religious education is 
hijacked as a sinister means of 
indoctrination; of imposing a set of 
beliefs upon children. Of course, we are 
all, to some extent, the product of our 
environments, absorbing the views and 


traditions of our 
families, schools and 
communities. 

Education, however, is 
by definition about 
intellectual 
enlightenment, 
concerned with opening 
minds, not closing 
them. 

Even in faith 
schools, which 
promote the tenets and 
values of a particular 
religion, pupils are 
encouraged to question 
rather than to accept 
passively any given 
creed. The majority of faith schools do 
not teach from one single faith 
perspective, but incorporate an element 
of comparison between religions. Far 
from being self-regarding, segregated 
institutions that deepen division, faith 
schools encourage openness to others. 

Without religious education, how can 
children acquire a knowledge of 
Christianity, the religion that has played 
such a central part in this country’s 
cultural heritage? Any study of literature, 


history, or art is 
impoverished without 
an understanding of 
this context. Children 
also need the 
opportunity to discuss 
challenging questions 
about the ultimate 
meaning and purpose 
of life, and what it is to 
be human, about 
death, about why 
people believe in God, 
and the difference 
between right and 
wrong. Religious 
education is perhaps 
one curricular subject 
that asks more questions than it answers. 

It is only when young people have 
grappled with these enormous questions 
that they can begin to make sense of 
what they themselves believe and think. 
As education becomes increasingly 
utilitarian, religious education can 
encourage pupils to think, and to develop 
their own sense of identity.

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TURNING THE TABLES 

Are school league tables a good indicator that your child will receive a quality 
education? Or are they merely an ego boost for those that come out on top?

W hether you are one of those 
parents who leap to the 
pages in the paper when 
school league tables are 
published or whether you view them 
with disdain, they are part of life today. I 
am one of those ambivalent parents who 
secretly looks to see how the offsprings’ 
schools have fared, whilst also deriding 
their lack of objectivity at the same time. 
What are the facts about league tables? 

Firstly, it is important to realise that 
many of the country’s top schools have 
now opted out of league tables for GCSE 
and A levels. Indeed, according to 
official rankings, no pupils from Eton 
(inset), Harrow or Westminster met the 
target of five GCSEs of A*-C grade. The 
reason for this is the exclusion of the 
IGCSE results, favoured by many 
independent schools. 

Even when league tables are 
published, you will notice that they can 
be interpreted in different ways and this 
allows certain schools to take pole 
position over others. There is no 
allowance for the different GCSEs taken, 
some undoubtedly harder and more 
academic than others, and no allowance 
for different boards and syllabi. 


Having said that, it 
could be argued that by 
taking a wider look at the 
league tables there is 
useful information within 
them. If a school is in the 
published top 25 or 50, 
for example, this must 
give an indication of 
academic performance. 

So how does this 
help parents view 
prospective schools for 
their children? One 
wise father of three 
daughters recently 
expressed his concern 
to me that league 
tables don’t measure all the other aspects 
of a good school. There is no allocation 
of marks for success in sport or the arts; 
there is no ‘added value’ for schools that 
develop pupils above and beyond 
expectation; and there is no indicator of 
pastoral care factors. 

Then there are the tables for SATs 
results. These tables are published by the 
Department for Education stating the 
results of the May tests taken by children 
in Year 6 in state schools. These children 


are assessed in reading, 
writing and maths, and the 
expectation is for them to 
reach a Level 4 standard in 
all. This means that they 
have reached an acceptable 
standard of spelling, are 
beginning to use more 
complex sentence structure 
and can employ joined up 
handwriting in 
English. Schools are 
now expected to 
ensure 65% of pupils 
achieve Level 4 or 
above in these tests or 
satisfy separate pupil 
progress requirements. 

All teachers and most parents know 
that these results are often more 
beneficial for the school than the child. 
There can be benefits for the children, 
but the process does not sit comfortably 
with the nature of true education. 

In short, league tables have their place 
and can be helpful to read. However, 
view them with caution and take a 
rounded view.

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PUT TO THE TEST 

Bravery, not perfectionism: Blackheath High girls 
are taught to tackle life's challenges head on 


B ertrand Russell once said: ‘The 
trouble with the world is that 
the stupid are cocksure and the 
intelligent are full of doubt’. 

All too often, students, especially 
young women, can fall into the trap of 
failing to fulfil their potential through 
fear of making mistakes, or through 
negative perfectionism that cripples their 
ability to take risks. Kay and Shipman’s 
book, The Confidence Code , talks about 
a confidence gap that separates the sexes, 
starting in schools where girls are 
typically rewarded for being ‘good’ 
instead of energetic, brave or even 
‘pushy’. Research also suggests that 
women repeatedly underestimate their 
abilities, are reluctant to apply for 
promotion and, once in post, can suffer 
from ‘imposter syndrome’ (the false 
belief that they are somehow a fraud 
who will be found out at any moment). 

At Blackheath High School, students 
benefit from an approach that means they 
are far better equipped to risk failure, be 
courageous and believe and acknowledge 
their own strengths and abilities. Their 
teaching inspires girls to develop a 
questioning, evidence-based approach to 
their studies. They are encouraged to ask 
questions, embrace uncertainties and 


develop the problem-solving skills that 
are so vital in the world beyond school. 
Qualifications like the Extended Project 
Qualification (EPQ) or courses like 
‘Global Perspectives’ or ‘Matrix of 
Knowledge’ teach students not only a 
body of knowledge, but also how they 
might approach a situation when they do 
not know what the answer might be. All 
subjects, including science and 
technology-based 
subjects, are considered 
‘girl’ subjects at 
Blackheath High and it is 
typical to see graduates 
this summer heading off 
to an array of courses. 

A wide-ranging and 
ambitious co-curricular 
programme at Blackheath 
High enables students to leap outside 
their comfort zones and try themselves 
out. This might be testing themselves 
physically hiking in the Peruvian Andes, 
like some of our girls this summer; it 
might be defending the Green Party 
manifesto at a school mock election; 
taking to the stage for a percussion solo; 
or it might be attempting Astronomy 
GCSE in their spare time. Whatever the 
arena, the school fosters an environment 


where girls are encouraged and expected 
to take risks, learn from any failures and 
foster their resilience and tenacity. 

For such an approach to be 
successful, a school community needs to 
be attuned to the emotional and social 
needs of its students. One hundred and 
thirty five years of educating talented 
young women as part of the hugely 
successful Girls Day School Trust means 
they benefit from a depth 
of expertise and 
experience in supporting 
their students. Expert 
pastoral care and a 
balanced approach to 
education enables 
Blackheath High girls to 
go onto the next phase of 
their lives as poised young 
women, free from gender stereotypes 
and confident in their abilities.

Best Known For 

The area is best known for the 
gigantic fibreglass cat above the 
entrance to the Catford Shopping 
Centre, a small shopping centre 
housing both supermarkets and 
independent shops.

IN SEASON

on why autumn is the best time to sell your home
